Dear  Customer , 

In  this  month's  update,  you  will  notice  a  number  of  major  changes  with  respect  to  our  grading  and  pricing 
policy.  A  few  words  are  in  order  concerning  our  reasons  for  the  changes  and  what  they  represent. 

Contrary  to  appearances  given  by  the  leading  numismatic  pricing  guides,  rare  coins  trade  among  dealers 
along  an  unbroken  continuum  of  values.  The  current  large  gaps  in  reported  values  between  MS-63  coins 
and  MS-65  coins  actually  constitute  rough  boundries  for  an  almost  infinite  number  of  trading  levels  which 
fall  in  between  these  two  grades.  To  illustrate;  a  St.  Gaudens  $20 gold  piece  in  January,  1986  had  a  “bid" 
price  of  $1,150  in  MS'63  and  $3,200  in  MS-65.  To  assume  that  a  coin  which  just  fell  short  of  “MS-65  ’  ’  by 
a  tiny  mark  or  two  becomes  “MS'63  ’  ’  and  worth  $1, 1 50  denies  the  reality  of  the  marketplace.  That  coin 
would  almost  certainly  trade  on  the  bourse  floor  in  the  $2,250-$2,500  range.  Another  minor  rim  nick  or 
scuff  might  drop  it  into  the  $1,600'$1,800  range.  What  then,  are  the  options  for  a  reputable  dealer  to  sell 
this  coin  to  a  prospective  collector/ investor?  By  grading  it  MS-63,  he  must  charge  nearly  double  bid  in  order 
to  make  a  fair  profit.  By  assigning  a  grade  of  MS-65,  the  pricing  problem  is  solved,  but  the  customer  is  left 
with  a  coin  of  dubious  value. 

Today’s  market  structure  demonstrates  a  need  to  employ  flexibility  in  pricing,  using  the  bid  prices  as  a 
guide,  but  appreciating  the  wide  range  of  values  which  encompass  “MS-65.’  ’  To  this  end,  we  are  taking 
two  steps  which  we  feel  will  help  us  continue  to  deliver  the  best  real  values  available  in  the  numismatic 
marketplace. 

First,  we  are  adding  two  additional  grades:  MS-64,  to  describe  those  coins  which  are  superior  to  MS'63, 
yet  fall  short  of  MS-65,  and  MS-65  PQ  (Premium  Quality),  to  be  assigned  to  those  coins  which  fall  at  the 
top  end  of  the  65  scale.  (It  is  coins  of  this  quality  which  are  represented  by  “bid  ’  ’  priced  in  the  Coin  Dealer 
Newsletter). 

Secondly,  we  are  employing  a  flexible  pricing  system,  to  accurately  reflect  the  subtle  differences  in  coins 
which  fall  within  a  particular  grade.  As  mentioned  earlier,  these  subtle  differences  often  have  a  substantial 
impact  on  value,  and  to  restrict  our  price  levels  only  to  those  listed  in  the  C.D.N.,  would  impede  our  ability 
to  offer  fair  and  accurately  prices  coins  based  on  the  realities  of  the  market. 

You  will,  therefore,  notice  numerous  examples  of  the  same  coin,  with  the  same  grade,  priced  at  different 
levels.  This  is  entirely  consistent  with  the  actual  marketplace.  We  invite  comparison,  and  urge  you  to  order 
both  from  us  and  any  of  our  competitors,  and  then  compare,  dollar  for  dollar,  who  delivers  the  best  coin  for 
the  money.  We  think  we  know  who  you’ll  choose.

The  Market  in  Motion 

The  year  1986  could  be  one  of  the  most  fantastic  years  in  the  history  of  numismatics,  for  it  is  in  this 
year  that  the  “great  unwashed  public”  is  exposed  to  massive  doses  of  coinage  through  two  new  coin 
programs  from  the  government. 

Of  course,  you  have  all  heard  of  the  success  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty  commemorative  program,  and 
specifically  the  sellout  of  the  $5  gold  of  the  series.  The  Treasury  was  overwhelmed  by  orders  for  the 
total  mintage  of  500,000  of  the  pieces  in  just  the  first  three  months  of  a  15  month  promotion. 

While  there  is  a  large  amount  of  speculation  over  the  reasons  for  the  sellout,  concern  over  the  lack 
of  supply  for  the  American  public,  and  discussions  regarding  additional  mintage,  the  key  point  to 
consider  for  top  numismatists  is  this:  what  will  be  the  long  term  impact  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty 
program? 

Before  attempting  to  predict  the  rare  coin  market  reaction  to  that  program,  the  other  coin  program 
of  1986  also  needs  consideration,  since  over  the  course  of  the  next  ten  to  fifteen  years,  the  two  events 
will  appear  simultaneous. 

The  new  U.S.  bullion  coins  were  authorized  by  Congress  and  signed  into  law  by  the  President  in  late 
1985.  At  that  time,  there  was  not  much  given  to  the  consequences  in  the  market,  as  rival  political 
forces  had  discovered  themselves  as  “strange  bedfellows”.  It  was  time  to  strike  while  the  political  iron 
was  hot,  and  practically  every  group  was  satisfied  with  the  resulting  legislation  -  a  near  impossibility  in 
itself.  One  group  was  satisfied  to  see  a  large  competitor  for  the  Krugerrand,  another  group  was  happy 
to  see  a  legal  tender  gold  coin,  another  was  pleased  that  U.S.  mines  would  have  a  captive  buyer  of  gold 
ore,  and  yet  another  was  delighted  to  see  the  government  issue  any  kind  of  new  coin.  What  a 
marriage! 

The  Treasury  now  has  the  job  of  understanding  some  of  the  jargon  of  this  “perfect”  law,  and  must 
interpret  such  passages  as  “average  world  price  of  gold”  (which  markets,  which  cities,  which 
currencies?),  and  “newly  mined  gold”  (if  we  hold  it  for  production  for  a  year  is  it  newly  mined)? 

In  reality,  the  problems  of  production,  pricing,  and  distribution  are  not  insurmountable,  but  the 
bureacracy  moves  painfully  slow.  Too  slow  for  much  of  the  interested  public,  who  would  like  to  begin 
witnessing  one  of  the  largest  retail  selling  jobs  the  government  has  ever  undertaken. 

However,  in  the  context  of  ten  to  fifteen  years,  what  is  a  few  months?  It  is  in  just  that  context  that 
the  lasting  effects  of  both  these  coin  production  efforts  will  be  felt  in  the  numismatic  marketplace.

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The  Trade  Dollar  and  the  Politics  of  Silver

The  history  of  the  United  States  Trade  Dollar  is  thoroughly  enmeshed  in  partisan  politics,  gold  standard 
advocates  vs.  free  silver  crusaders,  and  the  very  powerful  Congressional  supporters  of  Western  mining 
interests. 

Two  independent  developments  occurred  in  the  early  1870’s  that  would  bear  directly  on  the  coining  and 
promotion  oftheU.S.  Trade  Dollar.  In  1871,  Germany  adopted  a  gold  standard.  After  adoption,  they  exported 
some  230,000,000  ounces  of  silver  and  began  to  withdraw  their  old  silver  coins  from  circulation.  At  the  same 
time,  the  Comstock  Lode  was  discovered  in  Nevada.  These  two  developments  ushered  in  the  era  of  “cheap 
silver.”1 

An  outlet  was  needed  for  the  massive  amounts  of  silver  being  mined  in  the  Western  United  States.  Mint 
Director  Henry  Linderman  was  an  advocate  of  the  gold  standard.  So  convinced  was  he  of  the  eventual 
adoption  of  the  gold  standard  and  subsequent  demonitization  of  silver  “by  all  commercial  countries””  that  he 
set  himself,  as  had  Bismarck  in  Germany,  to  the  task  of  disposing  of  the  huge  amounts  of  silver  produced  daily 
in  Nevada  and  California.  He  saw  a  possible  outlet  in  U.S.  trade  with  China.  China  had  long  accepted  the 
Spanish  and  Mexican  Eight  Reales  as  a  circulating  medium.  The  Eight  Reales  weighed  just  a  bit  more  than  the 
standard  silver  dollar  of412V2  grains.  Ignoring  100+  years  of  habit,  Director  Linderman  reasoned  the  weight 
difference  was  the  reason  for  the  Mexican  coin’s  popularity  in  Oriental  trade.  So,  reasoned  he  and  others,  the 
way  to  open  a  silver  bullion  outlet  in  the  Orient  was  for  the  U.S.  dollar  to  outweigh  the  Mexican  equivalent. 
Linderman  proposed,  and  later  it  was  adopted,  that  rather  than  change  the  standard  U.S.  dollar,  a  new 
“commercial  dollar”  be  created  weighing  420  grains. ' 

As  proposed,  the  Trade  Dollar  would  not  be  a  circulating  coin  or  legal  tender  in  payment  for  debts.  Rather,  it 
would  be  a  government  produced  silver  disc  of  uniform  weight  and  fineness.  As  finally  arbitrated  by 
conference  committee,  Congress  wearily  passed  the  Mint  Act  of  February  12,  1873.  One  of  its  three  provisions 
provided  for  the  coining  of  a  Trade  Dollar.  The  coin,  as  authorized  by  Congress  under  the  Mint  Act,  was  legal 
tender  as  were  all  other  subsidiary  coins.4 

The  first  U.S.  Trade  Dollars  were  struck  July  11,  1873.  Chinese  merchants  initially  welcomed  the  new  coin  as 
it  weighed  three  quarters  of  a  grain  more  in  fine  silver  than  the  Mexican  Peso.  However,  it  was  seldom  possible 
to  profit  from  this  extra  silver  as  coins  were  received  in  Chinese  ports  at  their  assayed  value  rather  than  by  tael* 

Once  in  Oriental  hands,  the  authenticity  of  a  U.S.  Trade  Dollar  was  locally  verified  by  the  practice  of 
“chopping”  the  coin  with  a  merchant  counterstamp.  With  each  successive  transaction  the  coin  received 
another  merchant’s  “chop.”  While  authenticity  was  thus  assured,  the  coin  eventually  lost  its  “ring”  and  details 
on  the  coin  were  all  but  obliterated. 

Back  in  the  United  States,  declining  silver  prices  had,  by  1875,  made  it  profitable  to  purchase  Trade  Dollars 
from  the  Mint  at  the  legally  established  rate  of  378  grains  of  silver  plus  the  coining  charge.  Thus,  one  was

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assured  a  profit  on  each  Trade  Dollar  so  purchased  by  buying  the  coin  at  the  silver  content  (less  than  a  dollar) 
and  spending  it  at  face  value.  Soon,  California  was  flooded  with  two  million  Trades.  Reasoning  that  the  coin 
was  never  intended  to  circulate  domestically,  Congress  revoked  the  Trade  Dollar’s  legal  tender  status  July  22, 
1876. 

Rather  than  permit  the  public  to  redeem  the  now-demonitized  coins,  the  mint  continued  to  coin  even  more 
Trade  Dollars.  While  the  mint  increased  the  supply,  the  coin’s  popularity  began  to  lessen  with  Oriental 
merchants.  By  early  1878  four  million  Trade  Dollars  lay  in  Treasury  vaults.  Rather  than  melt  them,  the  now 
demonitized  coins  were  placed  into  circulation  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  by  parties  knowing  full  well  the 
demonitized  status  of  the  coin. 

Production  of  Trade  Dollars  was  finally  suspended  February  22,  1878.  For  years  the  channels  of  commerce 
remained  clogged  by  the  unwanted,  demonitized  and  overweight  coin.  Merchants  were  particularly  vulnerable 
to  the  circulating,  non-legal  tender  coin.  With  six  million  now  in  domestic  circulation  and  widespread  public 
acceptance  of  the  Trade  Dollar  as  a  coin  it  was  impossible  for  merchants  to  individually  refuse  the  coin  in  trade. 
Because  of  the  coin’s  demonitized  status  the  merchant  could  not  deposit  the  coins  in  any  bank  or  pay 
government  dues  with  them.  They  were  thus  forced  to  sell  their  Trade  Dollars  to  brokers  at  a  discount.  A  Trade 
Dollar  brokerage  business  flourished  by  repeating  this  cycle  over  and  again.  Congress  refused  to  remedy  the 
merchants’  plight  so  the  merchants  took  matters  in  their  own  hands.  By  the  summer  of  1883,  some  merchants 
resolved  that  if  they  must  take  Trade  Dollars  in  payment  and  change  for  a  dollar  were  needed,  the  customer 
must  take  his  changte  in  the  form  of  a  credit  check  and  not  coins.  " 

In  early  1878  “Silver  Dick”  Bland  sponsored  legislation  in  the  House  that  was  later  modified  by  Senator 
Allison  authorizing  the  Treasury  to  purchase  between  two  and  four  million  ounces  of  silver  per  month  to  be 
coined  into  standard  silver  dollars  of 412  Vi  grains. '  This  legislation  spawned  the  “Bland”  or  “Morgan”  dollar. 
The  Bland-  Allison  Act  of  1878  finally  provided  the  Western  mining  interests  an  outlet  for  their  silver  that 
Oriental  trade  and  Trade  Dollars  had  only  hinted  at.  These  same  Western  mining  interests  also  stood  to  lose  a 
great  deal  should  Trade  Dollars  be  redeemed  and  recoined.  They  and  their  representatives  in  Congress  saw  to  it 
that  the  mint’s  monthly  requirement  for  silver  not  slacken.  It  was  not  until  1887  that  those  congressmen 
allowed  public  redemption  of  the  more  than  six  million  Trades  still  in  circulation.  As  finally  passed  the 
government’s  obligation  to  purchase  silver  under  the  Bland-Allison  Act  remained  unaffected  by  Trade  Dollar 
redemption.10 

Once  retired  from  circulation  as  a  coin  and  then  as  a  non-coin  a  stigma  continued  to  be  attached  to  the  Trade 
Dollar  for  another  fifty  years.  Major  coin  dealers  such  a  Max  Mehl  were  only  willing  to  pay  70c  -  90c  on  the 
dollar  for  Trade  Dollars  in  the  1920’s.  In  the  early  1920’s  common  date  Trades  were  retail  priced  at  $1.45.  By  the 
early  1960’s  common  dates  had  increased  to  the  $25.00  range  for  uncirculated  coins.1  Today,  99  years  after 
redemption,  the  stigma  has  all  but  disappeared  from  this  once  unwanted  U.S.  coin.

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Finer  Points  Of  Grading 


How  to  Grade  Mint  State  and  Proof  Coins 

by  James  L.  Halperin 

Like  any  science,  language,  sport,  or  field  of  study,  it  is  best  to  break  grading  down  to  its  basic  components, 
and  master  them  one  at  a  time.  I  learned  how  to  grade  coins  pretty  much  the  same  way  I  learned  how  to 
speak  English:  all  at  once,  through  experience.  In  retrospect,  however,  it  seems  to  me  that  both  would  be 
quite  a  bit  easier  to  learn  if  one  studied  them  one  aspect  at  a  time.  This  is  especially  true  as  one  gets  older. 
Hence,  most  people  learn  their  first  language  through  experience,  but  if  they  learn  a  second  language,  they 
learn  the  rules  first,  then  the  vocabulary,  then  the  sentence  structures,  etc.  (Note,  however,  by  far  the  most 
effective  way  to  learn  both  a  second  language,  and  coin  grading,  is  by  learning  the  rules  first,  and  then 
combining  that  knowledge  with  actual  experience.  Note  also  that  either  one  is  nearly  impossible  to  learn 
entirely  from  a  book.) 

Interestingly,  it  is  rare  today  that  someone  who  learns  coin  grading  does  it  by  this  means.  Most  people 
learn  by  experience  far  more  than  they  do  by  rules,  and  this  is  even  more  true  of  learning  to  grade  mint  state 
and  proof  coins.  I  have  never  bothered  to  learn  any  “rules”  or  “components”  of  grading.  So,  in  the  course  of 
writing  my  book,  The  N.C.I.  Grading  Guide,  I  have  analyzed,  for  the  first  time  in  my  life,  how  I  grade  coins. 
What  components  make  up  the  actual  process  of  grading  uncirculated  and  proof  coins?  How  important  is 
each  component  in  relation  to  the  others? 

After  much  thought,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  essence  of  grading  a  coin  (once  you  have 
determined  that  it  is  definitely  mint  state  or  proof)  can  be  broken  down  into  four  distinct  factors: 

1.  Surface  Preservation  -  This  includes  the  presence  of  bagmarks,  hairlines  from  cleaning  or 
mishandling,  and  other  imperfections  of  planchet,  whether  mint  caused  or  man  made.  An  analysis  of 
surface  imperfections  based  on  their  degree  of  severity  and  their  location  on  the  coin. 

2.  Strike  -  Refers  to  the  sharpness  and  completeness  of  detail,  with  the  normal  characteristics  of  that 
particular  type,  date  and  mintmark  (i.e.  issue)  taken  into  account. 

3.  Lustre  -  This  encompasses  the  brilliance,  cartwheel,  sheen  and  contrast  of  the  coin,  again  taking  the 
normal  characteristics  of  the  particular  issue  into  account.  Minor  (non-hairline  producing)  cleaning, 
retoning,  friction,  etc.,  are  taken  into  account  under  this  category. 

4.  Eye  Appeal  -  That  certain  aesthetic  appeal  that  results  from  the  attractiveness  of  the  toning  (if  any),  the 
balance  of  the  coin,  and  the  effect  that  the  combination  of  all  of  the  coin’s  qualities  has  when  taken 
together. 

I  have  come  to  believe  that  Surface  Preservation  is  the  single  most  important  factor  in  grading  non- 
circulated  coins.  The  other  three  factors  appear  to  be  about  equal  in  value,  each  one  being  approximately 
half  as  important  as  surface  preservation  (i.e.  40%  +  20%  +  20%  +  20%  =  100%).  Actually,  this  formula  is 
somewhat  arbitrary  since  it  is  really  a  function  of  the  standards  of  the  scales  we  use  for  each  of  the  factors 
themselves.  I  chose  this  40/20/20/20  formula  mainly  for  its  simplicity.  The  scales  for  the  individual  factors, 
outlined  in  four  chapters  of  The  N.C.I.  Grading  Guide,  were  designed  around  this  formula.  With  this  in 
mind,  I  hope  to  teach  the  reader  how  to  properly  evaluate  each  factor,  assign  a  numerical  value  to  that  factor, 
and  then  turn  that  information  into  a  valid  grade. 

The  reader  will  then  learn  when  to  add  to  this  grade  such  adjectivial  modifiers  as  prooflike,  full  strike,  rim 
nick,  cleaned,  etc.

In  this  attempt  to  analyze  each  of  these  four  components  of  grading  non-circulated  coins,  the  Morgan 
silver  dollar  is  used  as  an  example.  Once  one  learns  how  to  grade  a  Morgan  dollar,  it  should  be  relatively  easy 
to  learn  to  grade  other  coins.  I  have  tried  to  teach  the  reader  how  to  grade  the  other  types  mainly  by 
exception.  In  other  words,  how  a  St.  Gaudens  double  eagle,  or  a  Barber  half  dollar,  is  graded  differently  from  a 
Morgan  dollar. 

A  goal  of  The  N.C.I.  Grading  Guide  is  to  make  coin  buyers  feel  more  comfortable  with  their  grading  skills. 
Today’s  rare  coin  investor  is  depending  more  and  more  on  the  dealer  to  make  his  or  her  numismatic 
judgments.  It  would  be  much  healthier  for  the  hobby  if  people  bought  coins  based  on  what  they  themselves 
liked.  Return-on-investment  should  be  a  secondary  consideration. 

In  the  process  of  learning  how  to  grade,  the  novice  coin  buyer  will  also  learn  to  appreciate  and  enjoy  the 
historical  and  artistic  aspects  of  numismatics.  A  more  universal  appreciation  of  the  aesthetic  appeal  of  rare 
coins  will  benefit  the  coin  market  and  the  hobby.

Grading  circulated  coins  is  not  especially  difficult.  Practically  anyone  can  learn  how  to  do  it  with  practice  and 
study.  However,  grading  circulated  coins  is  a  piece  of  cake  compared  to  grading  Mint  State  and  Proof  coins. 

Imagine  a  Martian  hovering  above  a  golf  course.  Two  Martians  observe  an  Earthling  slice  his  first  shot  into 
the  rough.  His  second  shot  lands  in  a  sandtrap.  His  third  shot  rolls  well  past  the  green.  And  so  on.  Finally,  his 
seventh  shot  is  a  heroic  chip  onto  the  green,  which  miraculously  rolls  into  the  hole.  The  first  Martian  turns  to 
the  other  and  says,  “Looks  like  he’s  really  in  trouble  now.” 

Most  coin  investors  are  just  like  the  Martian.  Not  only  do  they  have  no  idea  how  to  grade  mint  state  and 
proof  coins  -  they  don’t  even  know  the  basic  rules  of  the  game. 

Even  advanced  collectors  and  dealers  have  gaps  in  their  knowledge  of  how  to  grade.  And  nobody  on  Earth 
knows  everything  there  is  to  know  about  grading  coins. 

Uncirculated  and  Proof  coins  are  graded  by  four  distinct  factors:  surface  preservation,  lustre,  strike  and  eye- 
appeal.  Each  of  these  factors  must  be  weighed  separately.  In  my  book,  The  N.C.I.  Grading  Guide ,  scheduled  for 
publication  in  April  or  May,  I  have  suggested  a  somewhat  elaborate  method  for  grading  each  of  these  factors. 
Then  a  simple  formula  is  used  to  add  each  factor’s  grade  together  to  produce  an  overall  numerical  grade. 

I  have  heard  some  dealers  tell  their  clients  that  grading  Mint  State  coins  is  simple.  Then  they  show  the  client 
a  few  coins,  point  out  a  few  bagmarks  and  details,  and  tell  the  client  that  he  or  she  has  just  learned  how  to 
grade.  Other  dealers  tell  their  clients  that  grading  is  impossible  for  a  non-professional  to  learn.  “Find  a 
reputable  dealer  (like  me),”  they  say,  “and  put  your  trust  in  that  dealer.” 

Both  of  these  points  of  view  are  quite  extreme.  You  can’t  learn  how  to  grade  in  a  few  minutes.  But  you  can 
learn  how  to  grade  with  a  moderate  amount  of  practice  and  study.  This  process  will  involve  some  reading 
(including  my  book,  I  hope!),  a  lot  of  coin  viewing  and  a  little  bit  of  self-discovery. 

Learning  how  to  grade  coins  is  much  like  learning  a  sport  or  a  second  language.  You  learn  the  basics  and  you 
improve  with  practice.  I  think  all  serious  rare  coin  buyers  owe  it  to  themselves  to  learn  to  grade  their  own  coins. 
It  will  make  buying  coins  more  enjoyable  and  probably  more  financially  rewarding.  It  is  also  better  for  the 
hobby,  because  any  investor  who  learns  to  grade  coins  will  probably  fall  in  love  with  coins  -  and  turn  into  a 
coin  collector.

Market  Update 


As  featured  in  Coin  World

This  week’s  column  deals  with  the  Numismatic  Association  of  Southern  California  (N.  A.S.C.)  and  the 
Long  Beach  Coin  Shows,  as  well  as  the  Bowers  &c  Merena,  Superior  and  Kagin  auctions.  Collectively,  these 
events  are  surpassed  only  by  the  Summer  A.N.  A.,  in  terms  of  importance  to  the  numismatic  marketplace. 
This  prominence,  however,  has  much  more  to  do  with  the  Long  Beach  Show,  the  auctions  and  the  warm 
California  sun  than  it  does  with  the  N.  A.S.C.  event.  Throughout  the  ’60’s  and  early  ’70’s,  the  N.  A.S.C. 

Show  was  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  numismatic  show  circuit.  The  last  ten  years,  however,  have  seen  the 
show  lose  most  of  its  former  glory.  While  the  first  day  of  the  show  was  rated  O.K.  by  some,  any  meaningful 
activity  disappeared  by  lunchtime  Friday.  The  atmosphere  was  not  at  all  conducive  to  doing  business.  The 
public  attendance  was  close  to  nil.  Anyone  attending  the  show  might  have  thought  that  they  had  entered  a 
time  warp  and  it  was  now  early  1982.  Fortunately  for  all  concerned,  the  other  numismatic  events  in 
Southern  California  proved  this  was  not  the  case. 

The  one  redeeming  aspect  of  the  N.  A.S.C.  Show  was  the  Bowers  (Sc  Merena  auction.  This  sale  featured  a 
large  hoard  of  137  Hawaiian  Halves  consigned  by  the  Bank  of  Hawaii.  The  sale  was  very  well  attended,  and 
the  competition  was  heavy  on  many  of  the  lots.  The  Hawaiian  Halves  brought  a  total  of  $187,000,  which  is 
an  average  of  approximately  $2,095  each.  Other  highlights  included:  a  1914  Matte  Proof  Gold  Set  sold  for 
$84,700,  an  1883  Proof  $20  realized  $26,400,  two  Colonial  Vermont  Coppers  -  a  1786  Baby  Head  and  1788 
Ryder-26  -  brought  $2,475  and  $5,500,  respectively.  An  1836  Gobrecht  Dollar,  Judd-60  in  Proof-60,  reached 
$7,480,  and  a  Canadian  Eagle  (specimen  strike)  sold  for  $10,340.  One  lot  of  the  currency  that  was  offered,  a 
1914  Federal  Reserve  Die  Proof  Impression  was  hammered  down  at  $5,720.  Seventy  to  seventy-five  percent  of 
the  lots  sold  to  floor  bidders,  which  is  generally  a  good  indication  of  the  market’s  strength. 

Saturday  saw  most  of  the  dealers  heading  towards  Beverly  Hills.  (Until  a  few  years  ago,  Beverly  Hills  was 
the  mecca  for  the  coin  business.  Now  that  distinction  goes  to  either  Newport  Beach  or  Minneapolis.)  The 
reason  for  the  trip  was  the  very  large  Superior  Sale,  which  was  named  after  the  ’30’s  songwriter/ singer  Hoagy 
Carmichael.  All  day  Saturday  there  was  a  large  crowd  viewing  the  auction  lots  at  Superior’s  Wilshire 
Boulevard  store.  Sunday’s  high  point  was  a  Super  Bowl  Party,  hosted  by  Superior  principal,  Ira  Goldberg, 
and  his  lovely  wife,  Kathy.  The  party  took  place  at  their  beautiful  home  overlooking  Lake  Encino  and  the 
San  Fernando  Valley.  While  everyone  had  a  good  time,  Chicago  dealer,  Larry  Whitlow,  was  riding  especially 
high  on  cloud  nine  as  the  Bears  trounced  the  Patriots.  Avid  New  England  fan  and  Boston  dealer,  Martin 
Paul,  became  much  quieter  than  normal  as  the  game  progressed. 

In  addition  to  the  Carmichael  Collection,  the  Superior  sale  included  the  Dr.  Lee  Horowitz  Collection  of 
Proof  Morgan’s,  as  well  as  the  fabulous  Wayne  Miller  Collection  of  Morgan  and  Peace  Dollars.  The  Miller 
Collection  traded  hands  about  two  years  ago  for  around  one  million  dollars.  This  time  out,  the  collection 
fetched  approximately  $1.2  million.  Needless  to  say,  for  this  amount  of  money,  the  collection  contained 
many  spectacular  coins,  including  a  tremendous  array  of  Proofs  and  Branch  Mint  Proofs.  High  on  the  list  of 
wonder  coins  was  a  Prooflike  1878-S  Morgan,  listed  as  MS-69.  Before  I  saw  it,  I  heard  people  discussing  the 
coin  going  for  the  twenty-five  to  thirty-five  level.  I  always  thought  I  was  up  with  the  times,  but  when  I  found 
out  they  were  talking  thousands  and  not  hundreds,  I  felt  a  little  like  I  needed  to  be  put  out  to  pasture!  After  I 
saw  the  coin,  I  readjusted  my  thoughts  to  the  $10,000  range.  The  coin  hammered  down  at  $37,400,  including 
the  10%  buyer’s  charge.  I  would  classify  the  buyer  as  visionary,  and  the  underbidder  as  disappointed  and, 
perhap  ,  a  little  lucky.  There  were  many  other  noteworthy  Silver  Dollars  in  the  sale,  of  which  the  following 
are  just  ;i  few  highlights:  an  1886-0  in  MS-69  and  an  1895-0  in  MS-67  each  brough  $71,500,  an  188  TO  in 
MS-67  realized  $18,700,  and  a  Proof-69  1881  went  for  $19,800. 


The  Long  Beach  Show  began  at  2:00  p.m.  on  Wednesday.  The  pace  was  very  strong,  compared  with  the 
show  the  week  before.  This  show,  which  is  run  by  Sam  Lopresto,  has  over  350  tables  and  is  generally 
considered  the  best  run  show  in  the  country.  As  has  been  normal  for  the  past  twelve  months,  Gold  Type  and 
Silver  Dollars  lead  the  activity  at  the  show.  Buyers,  however,  tended  to  be  pickier  than  they  had  been  in  the 
last  six  months  of  1985.  This  is  generally  a  sign  of  somewhat  slackening  demand.  However,  while  slider  and 
low-end  Gold  Type  and  Silver  Dollars  were  weak,  the  MS-60  +  and  better  coins  were  selling  quite  well.  It  is 
generally  felt  that  this  trend  will  continue  until  we  see  another  surge  in  the  price  of  Gold,  perhaps  to  the 
$375-400  range.  Nice  type  coins  were  selling  better  than  they  had  at  the  F.U.N.  Show,  but  the  supply  was  still 
very  limited. 

Once  again,  the  Professional  Coin  Graders  Service  was  one  of  the  main  topics  of  discussion.  I  mistakenly 
referred  to  it  as  David  Hall’s  P.C.G.S.  in  may  last  column.  The  P.C.G.S.  is  the  combined  efforts  of  seven  very 
capable  numismatists.  They  are:  David  Hall,  Silvano  DiGenova,  John  Albanese,  Bruce  Amspacher,  John 
Dannreuther,  Steve  Cyrkin  and  Gordon  Wrubel.  A  few  P.C.G.S.  coins  were  on  display  at  the  show. 

The  Long  Beach  Show  hosted  a  Kagin  auction.  As  with  any  Long  Beach  auction,  this  sale  was  quite  well 
attended.  The  highlight  of  the  sale  was  the  Philip  Van  Cleave  Collection  of  Large  Cents.  Some  of  the  prices 
realized  from  the  sale  were:  $11,500  for  a  1793  Cent  in  EF,  a  Starred  Reverse  1794  Cent  in  VG  brought  $8,800, 
a  1796  Cent  in  AU  fetched  $1,700,  $5,250  was  paid  for  an  1824  Cent  in  MS-60,  and  an  1838  Cent  also  in 
MS-60  brought  $6,875.  Also  in  the  sale  was  a  Cincinnati  P,D,S,  Set,  in  its  original  box,  which  was  hammered 
down  at  $8,100.  These  prices  do  not  include  the  10%  buyer’s  fee. 

The  Long  Beach  Show  was  also  the  inaugural  show  of  Planned  Numismatic  Investments,  Inc.,  of  San 
Francisco,  a  new  company  which  is  headed  numismatically  by  Ron  Howard.  This  is  a  particularly  exciting 
event  for  me,  as  Ron  was  an  employee  of  mine  for  five  years  prior  to  joining  Kagin’s  in  1981.  After  having 
worked  for  Paramount,  Steve  Ivy  Rare  Coin  Company  and  Kagin’s  for  over  a  dozen  years,  Ron  has 
tremendous  insight  into  the  coin  business.  He  is  also  one  of  the  most  liked  people  in  the  coin  business  and 
will,  no  doubt,  be  a  big  success. 

Robberies  have  always  been  a  problem  in  the  coin  business,  but  they  have  become  even  more  so  in  the  past 
six  months.  The  Southern  California  coin  activity  was,  unfortunately,  no  exception  to  this  disturbing 
trend.  It  began  on  Friday  of  the  N.  A.S.C.  Show  when  Don  Willis,  an  employee  of  Mike  Follett  Rare  Coin 
Co.  of  Dallas,  was  distracted  and  robbed  at  the  Los  Angeles  Airport.  The  entire  robbery  took  place  in  less 
than  ten  seconds,  while  Don  was  at  the  ticket  counter.  This  marks  the  fifth  or  sixth  time  that  a  coin  dealer 
has  been  robbed  at  an  airport  in  the  past  six  months.  The  Long  Beach  Show  itself  was  also  the  scene  of  two 
robberies.  In  one,  Jay  Miller  had  a  box  of  coins  stolen  from  a  briefcase,  which  was  behind  his  table.  In 
another  incident,  Mark  Chrans  had  a  box  stolen  from  him  while  he  was  sitting  at  another  dealer’s  table.  In 
defense  of  the  dealers  who  lost  coins,  it  should  be  said  that  the  crooks  responsible  are  very  professional  and 
highly  trained.  However,  due  to  the  increased  robberies,  it  is  incumbent  upon  all  dealers  to  take  the  steps 
necessary  to  prevent  these  kinds  of  robberies  and  rid  the  coin  business  of  this  element. 

On  an  even  sadder  note,  the  coin  business  mourns  the  death  of  Jerry  Moskowitz.  Jerry  worked  with  Sal 
Fusco  of  Phoenix  for  the  past  several  years.  He  had  had  health  problems  for  several  years,  but  most  of  it 
seemed  to  be  behind  him.  He  had  started  to  feel  bad  on  Thursday  of  the  Long  Beach  Show,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  hospital  later  that  day.  He  had  surgery  on  Friday,  and  passed  away  the  following  Tuesday.  All 
of  us  who  knew  Jerry  will  miss  him  dearly. 


Grading  Standards 

MS-60:  A  coin  which  shows  no  wear  and  has  never  been  in  circulation.  It  may, 

however,  show  significant  handling  marks,  weak  or  dull  luster  or  unattractive 
toning.  In  general,  a  below  average  uncirculated  coin. 

MS-63:  A  coin  which  may  be  described  as  an  average  or  slightly  above  average 
uncirculated  piece.  It  will  display  some  light  bagmarks  or  blemishes.  The 
luster  will  be  typical  for  the  issue  and  any  toning  will  be  fairly  neutral  on 
visual  impact. 

MS-64:  These  coins  are  generally  well  struck  and  attractive,  with  fewer  marks  than 

usually  encountered.  The  luster  will  be  good  and  any  toning  will  enhance  the 
coin. 


MS-65:  A  clearly  superior  specimen,  with  very  light  marks  or  tiny  blemishes.  The 
luster  will  be  strong,  with  a  virtually  full  strike  for  the  issue.  The  overall 
visual  impact  of  the  coin  will  be  very  high. 

MS-65  PQ:  Premium  Quality  .A  gem  coin,  which  we  feel  falls  at  the  top  end  of 
the  range  for  MS'65.  All  aspects  of  the  coin’s  appearance,  including  surfaces, 
strike,  and  luster  will  be  nearly  the  finest  obtainable.  Any  toning  will  be 
original  and  very  attractive.  Coins  of  this  quality  are  represented  by  “bid/ask” 
levels  in  the  C.D.N. 

MS-67:  An  infrequently  used  grade  which  we  apply  to  those  rare  “wonder  coins” 
which  possess  incredible  eye  appeal  along  with  near  perfection  in  all  other 
categories.

Morgan  Dollar  Mint  Set 

The  Morgan  Silver  Dollar  was  minted  between  1878  and  1904  and  again  resumed  in  1921  for  another  year 
with  slight  design  modification.  During  this  period  the  United  States  (Treasury)  utilized  five  different  mints, 
the  main  mint  in  Philadelphia  and  the  branch  mints  at  New  Orleans,  San  Francisco,  Carson  City  and  Denver. 
This  set  contains  a  mint  state  dollar  from  each  of  the  represented  mints. 

Due  to  slightly  different  procedures  and  equipment  used,  dollars  from  each  of  the  mints  display  different 
characteristics  and  vary  in  appearance.  The  coins  minted  in  San  Francisco  and  those  from  Carson  City  are 
consistently  of  high  striking  quality  as  these  mints  were  relatively  new  facilities.  Also,  annual  mintages  from 
San  Francisco  and  Carson  City  were  lower,  giving  mint  workers  more  time  to  properly  basin  and  polish  dies 
and  replace  worn  dies  when  needed.  On  the  other  hand,  Philadelphia,  Denver  and  New  Orleans  mints 
typically  produced  higher  mintages.  This  sometimes  resulted  in  coins  which  display  die  cracks,  weak  strikings, 
or  a  fuzzy  appearance  from  the  use  of  worn  or  damaged  dies. 

The  popularity  of  the  Morgan  dollar  is  unsurpassed  by  any  other  numismatic  coin  and  this  representative  set 
offers  an  interesting  and  affordable  way  of  collecting  this  fascinating  series.

United  States  Cents  of  1908  and  1909 

The  first  issue  of  any  coins  is  destined  to  be  more  or  less  in  demand.  The  gold  coinage  of  1907 
attracted  great  attention,  and  certain  varieties  of  the  $10  and  $20  pieces  bear  handsome  premiums. 
Among  the  younger  collectors,  and  beginners,  -  indeed,  among  all  classes,  the  new  issues  of  cents 
struck  at  both  the  Philadelphia  and  San  Francisco  Mints  in  1908,  1909  and  1910  have  awakened  great 
interest.  The  Indian  head  cents  of  1908  were  not  struck  at  San  Francisco  until  December,  and  only  a 
limited  number  were  struck  before  the  new  year,  1909.  A  still  less  number  bearing  the  Indian  head 
were  struck  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  in  1909,  the  number  being  under  400,000.  Most  of  these 
Indian  head  cents  of  1908  and  1909  got  out  into  circulation  and  were  badly  scratched  and  discolored, 
so  the  actually  uncirculated  kind  are  really  very  scarce.  The  number  of  cents  struck  during  the  year 
1877  ran  into  the  hundreds  of  thousands,  yet  an  uncirculated  specimen  sold  for  $2.10.  This  only  goes 
to  show,  that  while  over  200,000  cents  were  coined  at  the  S.  Mint  of  each  variety  in  1908,  and  1909, 
that  these  in  a  few  years  may  become  quite  rare.  The  1909  San  Francisco  Cent  with  Fincoln  head, 
with  the  initials  V.D.B.  was  coined  in  about  equal  number  to  the  Indian  head  of  the  same  year. 
Several  million  of  the  Fincoln  cents,  dated  1909,  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  bearing  the  initials,  were 
coined,  yet  some  dealers  pay  a  premium  for  uncirculated  specimens.  The  absorbing  power  of  the  coin 
collecting  public  is  here  illustrated.  Collectors  who  buy  these  coins  to  lay  away  for  future  use  are  wise. 
Few  people  know  that  even  the  Indian  head  cent  of  1909,  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  is  a  little  scarce  in 
new  condition.  There  proof  cents  of  1909,  Indian  head  and  Fincoln,  with  initials,  are  both  rare,  and 
Mr.  Elder  obtained  $2.30  apiece  for  each  variety  at  a  recent  sale.

What  are  adjustment  marks  and  hoiv  do  they  affect  the  price  of  a  coin?  R.K.,  New 
York,  New  York. 

In  the  early  years  of  the  U.S.  Mint,  the  coining  process  was  not  the  exact  science  it  is  today.  As  blank 
planchets  were  punched,  their  weight  would  vary.  After  striking,  silver  and  gold  coins  were 
weighed.  If  the  weight  was  in  excess  of  the  tolerance  allowed  then  a  file  was  used  to  reduce  or  adjust 
the  weight.  The  metal  lost  from  filing  could  then  be  retrieved  to  later  be  recoined. 

Filing  or  adjustment  marks  may  be  located  anywhere  on  a  coin  but  are  most  often  encountered 
around  the  edges.  Filing  done  around  the  edge  of  a  coin  generally  does  not  reduce  the  desirability  or 
price  of  the  coin.  Desirability,  and  therefore  price,  may  be  affected  should  the  adjustment  marks 
occur  on  either  of  the  central  devices. 


Why  are  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  coins  more  popular  than  coins  from  San  Francisco 
or  New  Orleans?  C.C.,  Roselle,  III. 

The  gold  coins  from  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  probably  are  more  popular  because  of  the  shortness 
and  therefore  the  completeability,  of  each  series.  Years  of  operation  were  1838-1861  for  both  mints. 
Another  short  lived  mint  with  a  strong  collector  following  is  Carson  City,  in  operation  from 
1870-1893.  Coins  from  San  Francisco,  New  Orleans,  and  Philadelphia  are  every  bit  as  rare  but  there 
are  long  lived  series  of  gold  from  each  of  these  mints.  These  other  three  mints  hold  more  potential 
for  uncovering  scarce  and  underrated  coins  as  they  have  not  been  studied,  written,  researched  and 
collected  as  much  as  have  the  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  coins.

Auction  Scene 


I  can  remember  the  atmosphere  at  the  1982  Boston  A.N.  A.  convention.  Inflation  was  right  around  5%, 
while  interest  rates  hovered  in  and  around  the  12%  level.  The  economic  environment  at  the  time  was  not 
conducive  to  an  investment  in  quality  rare  U.S.  coins.
